Hamlin’s Center Well Located 


Wednesday 
morning 
the Herald 
made a personal inspection of the 
place acquired for the convenience 
of our Mexican friends. 
We found, from information fu r­ 
nished by Mrs. E. M. Wilson, Sec­ 
retary of the Chamber of Commerce, 
th a t through the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, the K. G arrett Wagon 5 ard 
location had 
been 
bought outright 
and has had considerable improve­ 
ments made. The property was ac­ 
quired in this m anner: 
There had 
accumulated a considerable amount 
of delinquent taxes against the prop­ 
erty, lots 12 and 13, block 59, on 
the corner of 10th Street and Union 
Avenue, across the street north ol 
the Pioneer clin. The City govern­ 
m ent joined in tho project by te- 
mitting its p art of the tax claim ol 
about $600; the School 
Board al­ 
lowed half of its amount of the tax­ 
es due, oi’ one*-half ot aoout $43—, 
to be rem itted; and the State and 
County 
were 
paid 
in 
cash 
about 
$347. The City and School made the 
cut because the property wa* to be 
used for a community public pur­ 
pose. So the title is now complete 
in 
the name 
of the 
Chamber of 
Commerce of Hamlin. 
Inspection revealed the fact that 
a good sized bath house has been 
provided, with a shower each for 
men and women, with hot and cold 
water, two toilets, and ample room 
for waiting or resting. ('I here rooms 
should be tilted with at least two 
benches each.) Electric light fixtures 
are up for the whole yard, and all 
rooms, and the ahed-tabernacle will 
accomodate at least five autos ami 
provide a shelter for camp cooking. 
Another building is to be tilted foi 
other uses, pi chaps for ill ones, or 
a place for small children or old 
persons, (W e suggest that the two 
old, 
existing 
out-door 
closets 
be 
torn down as a sanitary m easuie, 
also that a further clean-up of the 
grounds 
be 
made.) 
(letting 
this 
property 
under control will 
elimi­ 
nate many undesirable features that, 
have prevailed ,for years. It can be 
kept clean and made attractive, and 
improved from time to time. U n d e r. 
the provisions of the Extension De­ 
partm ent, a Spanish-speaking keeper 
will be employed as demands require 
a t a salary of $5.00 per day, paid 
by the 
Extension Department. We 
suggest that such a person be care­ 
fully chosen and be deputized to po­ 
lice the vicinity of the Center, as 
well as serving as manager, 
A nother feature of 
this needed 
project is that a Mexican family, Sr. 
Terebino Abila and Bra. M argarita 
Abila, own a lot ju st east of the 
laundry that joins the property, and 
thus family has a small cafe. They 
plan to enlarge their building so a< 
to afford an eating place for the 
Mexican people, where they can feel 
at ease and at home. 
This sit., 
is so well located mat 
the b u s i n e s s section is right aiound 
the corner on Central Avenue. 
I he 
Ritz T h e a t r e will 
be available 
in 
times of the greatest influx of Mex­ 
ican people. Religious facilities lire 
available. 
A place of this nature has long 
been 
needed in 
the Hamlin com­ 
munity. It will prove to our Mexican 
friends that some efforts are being 
made for their comfort. We suggest 


that this C enter be kept open the 
year around. It can be made a ttra c­ 
tive, and more and more com forta­ 
ble as time passes. Local clubs and 
individuals can find an outlet for 
some valuable hum anitarian service. 
Most Mexican men and women crave 
sympathy 
and 
consideration 
from 
the English-speaking peoples o f Tex­ 
as. 
Let Hamlin prove it is really 
“ Friendly Ham lin”

Tuesday, Mrs. Tims again called the 
Herald to tell us that Roy had sent 
her his own worded message from 
Calcutta, India, that he was in ex­ 
cellent health, would soon start for 
home, and for “ mother and sister 
not to worry any more.” 


Who would not be happy? This 
young fellow grew up right in the 
block with the Bklitor; we feel like 
he is almost one of the family, and 
all these years, we have watched him 
grow to be a real, fine man, with a 
winning 
personality and a dogged 
determination to do 
well anything 
he starts off on. 
Tims joined the 
National Guard
